The  California  Disaster  Office  has  prepared  a new  overall  State 
Operational  Plan  affecting  the  evacuation  pattern  for  many  residents  of 
the  city,  it  was  announced  today  hy  Admiral  A.  0.  Cook,  USN  (Ret.,), 
director  of  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Council  end  Corpe, 

The  plan  which  wee  developed  hy  a State  reseerch  group  after  an 
extensive  year-long  study  will  become  effective  on  July  1,  Admirel  Cook 
said. 

Under  the  new  State  plan  some  San  Franciscans  designated  to 
evacuate  to  San  Mateo  and  Santa  Clara  counties  in  event  of  warning  of 
an  air  attack  will  he  assigned  other  reception  areas. 

The  changes  made  in  the  operational  plan  came  as  the  result  of  the 
tremendous  population  and  industrial  growth  in  the  two  counties  during 
the  past  two  years,  the  survey  revealed. 

’•Because  of  these  changes  in  the  State  Plan,  Sen  Francisco  will 
have  to  revise  its  internal  traffic  plena  and  re-allocate  destinations 
for  those  areas  previously  assigned  to  San  Mateo  and  Santa  Clara,"  said 
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State  Operation  Plan 


Admiral  Cook.  He  added  that  the  new  plan  will  not  alter  any  of  the 
State  or  local  haBic  concepts  or  policies  that  have  "been  previonsly 
adopted. 

"These  changes  will  necessarily  slow  down  the  evacuation  of 
San  Francisco  and  make  the  provisions  of  mass  cere  a more  difficult 
undertaking,"  said  Admiral  Cook. 

The  new  traffic  flow  pattern  will  mean  that  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  will  have  farther  to  go  on  evacuation  and  may  use  only 
Fayshore  Highway  and  Coast  Highway  to  the  south  therefore  more  San 
Franciscans  will  prohehly  he  sent  North  over  Highway  101. 

Admiral  Cook  pointed  out  that  detailed  plans  will  he  prepared 
and  paihlished  prior  to  July  1,  when  the  revised  State  Plan  goes  into 
effect.  Present  State  and  local  plans  will  remain  unchanged  until  that 
time.

Preparedness  Award  Program, 

It  is  designed  especially  for  use  by  women’s  organ- 
izations and  meets  the  need  for  a definite  civil  defense  program 
embracing  home  protection  and  self -survival  techniques,  accord- 
ing to  Mrs.  Dorothy  H.  Pearl,  deputy  assistant  directo.7  of 
women’s  activities  of  the  Office  of  Civil  and  Defense  Mobiliza- 
tion. 

”It  is  an  incentive  program  to  recognize  our  partici- 
pation in  home  preparedness,”  said  Mrs,  Pearl.  ’’The  requirements 
are  inclusive  enough  to  assure  family  preparedness,  but  are  not 
so  difficult  that  they  discourage  members  before  they  begin,”

— Home  Preparedness  Award  Program 


Members  of  women’s  organizations,  homemakers  and  other 
individuals  in  San  Francisco  will  receive  a Home  Preparedness 
Award  when  they  complete  training. 

In  order  to  assist  homemakers  to  earn  these  awards, 
the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Council  and  Corps,  in  cooperation 
with  OCDM,  have  prepared  a new  basic  civil  defense  training  course 
for  homemakers,  said  Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  the  city’s 
civil  defense  director. 

’’This  vital  informative  course,"  said  Admiral  Cook, 
"consists  of  four  two-hour  classes  and  is  highlighted  by  movies, 
stereopticon  slides  and  other  visual  aids,  to  give  a vivid  pic- 
ture of  the  safety  measures  required  to  make  a family  plan  effec- 
tive and  workable." 

The  first  class  emphasiz.es  the  need  for  civil  defense 
and  stresses  the  necessity  to  recognize  the  "alert"  and  "take 
cover"  warning  signals  and  what  action  should  be  taken  v/hen  they 
sound  off;  knowledge  of  the  city’s  plan  of  action;  how  to  obtain 
information  and  instructions  under  emergency  conditions,  and  the 
way  the  family  should  be  maintained  as  a unit. 

The  second  session  features  nuclear  defense.  Instruc- 
tion provides  answers  to  what  happens  when  a nuclear  weapon  ex- 
plodes; what  constitutes  a shelter;  facts  about  radioactive 
fallout,  what  it  is  and  how  to  protect  against  it;  ways  to

limit  dangers  of  fire  from  exposure  to  heat  and  original  blast, 
and  the  know-how  involved  in  preventing  spread  of  flash-fire. 

Class  three  deals  with  water,  food,  first  aid  and  med- 
ical supplies.  Instruction  also  centers  on  the  kind  and  amount 
of  food  to  be  stored,  and  what  to  do  about  emergency  sanitation 
problems.  It  also  explains  the  necessity  of  having  available 
the  right  kind  of  clothing  and  blankets  and  what  should  be  done 
about  the  morale  problem. 

The  fourth  session  features  fire  safety  in  the  home. 
Instruction  gives  the  answers  of  how  to  reduce  the  probability 
of  fire  in  the  home;  what  homemakers  should  do  in  event  of  a 
fire  under  day-to-day  living  conditions;  elementary  fire  fighting 
principles;  safety  precautions  which  should  be  observed,  amd  the 
action  to  take  regarding  heating,  cooking  and  lighting  the  home 
under  disaster  conditions. 

Individuals  who  are  interested  in  taking  this  vital 
training  should  write  or  telephone  the  Disaster  Corps’  head- 
quarters, 1+5  Hyde  Street,  HEmlock  1-2121.  When  sufficient  re- 
quests to  form  classes  are  received,  a course  will  be  scheduled. 

In  addition  to  Parent-Teacher  and  other  groups,  im- 
provement clubs,  civic-minded  and  other  organizations  are  cor- 
dially invited  to  take  this  course.  The  only  requirement  is 
that  they  have  a regular  meeting  place  and  at  least  thirty  per- 
sons sign  up  for  instruction.

The  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps  will  join  forces 
with  Region  2 of  the  California  Disaster  Office  in  staging 
a Command  Post  Exercise  next  Friday  { September  30th  ) , it 
was  announced  by  Mayor  George  Christopher,  Commander  of  the 
city’s  civil  defense  organization. 

Heads  and  chiefs  of  the  departments  and  services 
will  man  the  Control  Center,  375  Woodside  Avenue,  from  1 p.m. 
to  11  p.m.  Friday,  according  to  Christopher. 

’’The  exercise  will  present  a simulated  problem  in 
which  a period  of  increasing  international  tension  occurs, 
causing  cancellation  of  all  military  leaves  and  placing  of  all 
military  installations  on  an  alert  status,”  the  Mayor  declared. 

’’These  events  will  probably  create  considerable  dis- 
location of  normal  activities,”  Christopher  added.  ”I  do  not 
expect  to  hold  a briefing  on  all  services  prior  to  this  exer- 
cise, but  I do  suggest  that  departmental  heads,  at  their  con- 
venience, call  a meeting  of  their  subordinates  to  consider  the 
problems  posed.  Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  director  of  the  Disaster 
Corps  is  available  to  attend  these  meetings  and  to  assist  in 
any  way . ” 
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Christopher  said  San  Francisco  has  good  operational 
plans.  ’’They  show  considerable  work  on  the  part  of  the  men  who 
prepared  them,  but  their  value  is  limited  unless  all  personnel  in 
the  department  are  familiar  with  them.” 

Director  Cook  explained  that  this  exercise  is  being 
held  for  the  express  purpose  of  testing  existing  plans  and  train- 
ing personnel  in  the  application  of  these  plans  to  a particular 
situation. 

In  addition  to  San  Francisco,  other  counties  in  Region 
2 who  will  take  part  in  the  drill  are:  Monterey,  San  Benito,  Santa 

Clara,  Santa  Cruz,  San  Mateo,  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Marin,  Solano, 
Napa,  Sonoma,  Lake  and  Mendocino  counties.  These  counties  will  be 
testing  primarily  three  civil  defense  services.  They  are  the  radi- 
ological defense  service  to  combat  fallout,  operational  information 
service  to  screen  in-coming  reports  and  determine  the  best  course 
of  action,  and  the  public  information  service  to  keep  the  public 
informed,  said  Allan  K.  Jonas,  State  director. 

Jonas  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  test  by  saying,
